Bcurue (in his Aniiquitates Vuigtrtt) fuppofes it ori- 
ginated (by a rennoval, which was often convenicjjtin the Roman Ct« 
lendar) either from the fiafl of foohf held th^ firii of JatMsry, or 
Avid- Fuels pay, which was the firft of Novtmber* M*« (7««i^<iikr 
(mthe Britilhjpracle, publilhed 1769) drrives it frotn the rape of tht 
fabine vis^ns by order of Romulus. Mr. Swift, of Scowy (in Car* 
nan's Diary, for 1785) is of opinion that it took its rife frum the 
Cuckooes coming about the beginning of April, making looli of other 
biid^f and 4[,nckcoing ibem by laying in their ncAs. And Mr. Sbtp* 
herd {iblJ^ iKe propofer) thinks it originated from the Savons fending . 
metr&^es to ope another pn this day, to announce Cha probftbility of 
obiahiing 4 * fi^n4l W^ory over the Welch; bat next day the battio 
W4S fooglir, and the Saxons routed. 

An4 aecoffding to one or other of thefe ways is the anfwer given by - 
Mefl*. Cairns, Horn, Humier, Neidbam^ Robihjtutf and Rowi, Bat another 
correfpond'^nt is of opin'i^ny from what is faid in NLiurict's Indian Ami* 
<^ai^iei, that it feeans reafonable to fuppofe, that this cuftom, of ma« 
king tools on the iirii of Aprils originated from the heathen fportt 
and pai)ifii4ss i<ul)iiLUt;4 on ihsit day, in the age of the world wheu the 
^traai tquinox hftpprned upan ir.

TH'ETranfits of the Planets Venus and Mercuxy 
over the SUN*s Diflc are carious Appearances in 
-Aftronomyv which do not often happen, efpecially of 
Venus, not more than once or twice in a century. The 
iirft of this Kind that was ever feen fince the beginning of 
^hc World, was a Tranfit of Venus in the Year 1639, and 
was predifled by Mr Jeremiah Horrox, an Englifh- 
-man, and obferved only by him and his Friend, Mr^. 
Grabtree, both refiding near Liverpool. The Planet 
Mercury, en tirely divefted of its -Radiancy, will thw 
Year traverfe the Sun's Face for near Seven Hours and a 
Half, in form 'of a round black Spot, and vvill be feen, 
if the Sky be clear at the Time, to all Places of the 
Earth where the Suk is up. MtRcuRY will be vifible to 
4harp Eyes without >a Telefcope, only defended by the 
Jnterpofition of a dark <jlafs, or aPicceof clear Win- 
dow Glafs fmoked over the Flame of a Candle, but. wifl 
appear mtich larger, and more to Advantage, with the 
Help of a Telefcope : But the Precaution of interpofing a 
^ark Glafs between the Eye and the Telefcope is neceffary 
to be takers without which the Sight may be deftroyed, 
-or greatly impaired; but, thus fliielded, it will be pcr- 
^eftly fccurc from Danger, or any Inconvenience. The 
beginning -of this Tranfit will be feen as far Eaft as 
the Ifland of Japan, Eaprn Tartary, China, the Phillipine 
Ifltods, the Iflands of Borneo, &unda, and Jaua, and 
alfo the Weftern Coaft of Ne<w Holland; but the Suv wiJl 
fct with them foori a^ter. In Newfoundland, New Britain^ 
near the Mouth of HudfonU Straits, and on the Eaftern 
Coails of the Bra%ils in South America, the Tranfit will 
:3uft begin as the S u k rifes. In the Inland o^ Madagafcar, 
the Weftcrn Parts of Perfia, the Defarts of Arabia, and 
on the South Eaft Coaft of the -^^^5«i, the Tranfit begins 
at .12 o'clock at Noon; but the Sun will rife at the 
Middle of the Tranfit at Cape Horn in South Ammca. In

Merc UXY. "being a fickle Planet^ and thefe Appearances 
very rare, I would not be too peremptory in my AfTer- 
tions ; but I hope the Appearances in thefe kingdom; will 
not greatly deviate from the following Type and Calcu- 
lations^ made from new and -improved Tables. The De- 
lineation or Type is adapted to the City of Low don, 
and fhows the Track of Mercury from the Beginning 
to the End, which will appear, according to my Catcu-: 
lations, to be performed in a Curve Line, Convex towards 
the Sun's Centre ; it alfo will be fufficient to inform the 
cu#ious Obferver, in what Part ef the oun's Periphery he 
?may exped the Point of Ingrefs, and will tolerable ferve 
the whole Kingdom, at large.

■ notes high Winds and Storms; but in Summer it denotes- 
heavy^S:io*er», and often Thunder: and it always fiiAs 
lowefl of all tor great Winds, though not accompanied 
with Rain ; though it ftUs more for Wind and Rain toge- 
ther than for either of them alone. Alfoif, afEerRain, 
the Wind change into any Part of the North, with a clear 
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and dry Sky, an4 the Mercury rife ia the Tube, it is S^ 
certain Sign of fair Weather.

The 
greatefl Heights of the Mercury in this Country arifing 
'from Eaflerly and North £ after! y Winds, it may often 
rain-or fnow, the Wind being in thefb Points, though the 
Barometer fink little or none, or .perhaps may be in a 
rifing State. The Mercury finks for Wind as well as 
Rain in all the other Points of the Compafs, but rifes as 
the Wind fhifts about to tlie North or Eaft, er between 
^thefe Points : yet, if the Barometer ,(hould fink with tbe 
Wind in that Qiiarter, expedi it foon^ to change from 
thence ; or elfe, ihouid the Fall ef the Mercury be much,

THfS year aiFords two Edipfes of the SI)N, both of 
theoL nearly central ; the one^ before his Apogee, 
and the other after it ; eonfequeotly we cannot exped the 
Moon to be eclipfed at all until the year following. ' 

The firft of thefe Solar l^ctipfes will happen ott Sun- 
day, the 5 th of May, at 15 minates before our 1 o';dock 
in the morning ; therefore, of courfe, it muft be invifible 
to 118. This will be a very great Eclipfe in the Great 
Paci/ic Ocean ; for in 8 degrees of North latitude, and 
iyy degrees 37 minutes of £aft longitude from London, 
the Sun will be both centrally and annularly eclipfed, 
and that preciiely at noon -day, when a beaatifnl and 
fplendid ring of light will appear all around the Moon's 
dark body. The Sun alfo will be partially eclipfed (more 
Or lel^ in quantity) at the Sandwich liiands, at the So- 
ciety and Friendly Iflands, the New Hebrides, New Ca* 
^ ledonia, and it will be feen as far ^ New Zealand, to« 
wards the South Pole. It will be vifible in New Holland, 
New Guinea, the Ladrone Iflands, and as far North 
from thence as the lilacd of japan. 

The other Solar Eclipfe happens on Monday thl6 28th 
of Oftober, at 36 minutes paft our 5 o'clock in the even- 
ing, inviiible to us ; for the Sun fets that day, at London, 
at 54 minutes paft 4 o'clock. This is alfo a very great 
Eclipfe, for it will be both central and total at noon day, 
\ in the Great Pacific Ocean, or Great South Sea, near the 
weftern coasts of Peru, in South America, in 5 degrees 
15 minutes of Soath latitude, and about 83 degrees of 
Weft longitude from London. This Eclipfe will be 
vifible (mfore or M in quantity) to the wiiole continent 
Of South Americas it will be ftcn at the ifland of 

Jamaica I 
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Jamaica ; at the Ifland of Ctiba, and all the reft of the'* 
Weft India Iflands. It will be alfo vifible in Florida, 
Georgia, and Carolina, in the foachern parts of North

UPON t^efday, the 7th day of May, there happens 
a notable Tra^fit of the Planet Mercury /tvtv the Sunt 
which will be vifible i^om the beginning to the end, both 
to as and all Europe,' ^nd .that /or the fpace of near fevea 
honrs aad.a half. The Planet Mercury, diveftsd intirely 
0^ its radiiraey, will be (een on the Sun^ in the form of 
a round black fpct, and vifible,. if tW iky be de&r at the 
time, to ^11 places of the Earth where the Sun is up. 
Mercury may be feen on the Sun by (harp eyes, only de- 
fended by -the interpofitipu of a dark glafs, or a piece of 
clear window glafs fmoked over the iiame of a candle ; 
bat will appear much large^, and more to advantage^, 
with the kelp of a telefcope. The precaution of inter* 
pofing k dark glafs between the eye and the telefcope 
will be nece(rary,.or otherwife the fight may be impair^, 
if not nearly deftroyed ; 'but, thus ihielded, it will be^ 
perfectly fccure from danger, or any inconvenience. Thia 
Tranfit will be vifible, from the middle to the end, to» 
all North and South America, and the Weft India Iflands; 
the beginning will be feeq in Eaftcrn Tartary, China, 
the Philippine Iflands, the Iflands of Borneo, Snnda, and 
Java, and on the weftern coaft of New Holland, bat tha 
Sim will iet jviih (hem fooa after.

univerfal approbation : In fine, I prefume^ her morals 
and abilities were perhaps equalled by few, and excelled 
by none. She departed this life at the age of fourteen 
years and eight months, to the great gri^f of my ielf and 
her parents. A few days previous to her death, ihe feleft- 
ed her own epitaph, which, accordiog to her dcfire> i« 
cagraven on her tomb as follows :

Having fsud thus much concerning the diipofiiioQ and

of life, as the Almighty had appointed it from the begia* 
ning. In this figure, if. is afflided in a violent part of 
the' Heavens, retrograde, and in his detriment, and alfo 
in a of ^ ; but as %, by being unfortunate, could by 
no means break the malignant efficacy of ^ » ib we may* 
rationally conclude that this Nativity is very weak, ow- 
ing to the unfortunate pofition of the J) , to whom the 
dignity of Hyleg belongs. Much more might be faid ou 
this gcnicure, but I fhall decline entering into particulars, 
efpecially concerning the quality of denth, which I am 
Ui^iOi^d to think andbdieve mull have been, very remark- .

able ; and tbo* I have never yet heard any thing relative' 
to the fpecies of the caUmity^of which the Native died^ 
yet what is found difplayed in the ceUftial conftitotion 
concerning it, J do not thijpk requifite to difciofe, but 
fhall leave that important fabjcA until a fatnre opporto- 
nity; and conclude, by obJerving from ^ the foregoing 
premifesy that there is confequently a time fpr every' 
purpofe' under heaven, which cannot by any means be 
counteradled or oppofed by the moft (kilful of human in* 
ventions ; and alfo that we, in this dace of frailty and cor«' 
ruption, are in a degree £milar to the flowers and grafs' 
of the field, whichi when plucked up, whither, die, and

HE tradefffl.an tliat deals for jt^iy money only, if he. could but find 
ciiflomcrs, would -carry on the fureft and beft buHnefs ^ for it is well knownt 
that tliofe who moft want tru^, are the leaft fit to be trufted. No religion 
i« like ready mon^« laid the canter to his brother hypocrite. Promifes 
and f^ice^cakes we/e make to be broken, and the genera] pra£^iceof the 
Mfor{d proves the truth of the praverb : rhofe that are the readied at pro- 
xiiifing) are commonly the ^owcft in performing 3 but fmooth words butter 
no pa>fneps^ yec a good word, like a pill, is foon given, but it is the effect 
that ftampsthe virtue^ and vvhat virtue can that have, which has no mean- 
ing? And this is too often the cafe with all debtors. They will not ftay fcr 
what they want *ti)f they can pay for it; nay, the mifchief is, for the mofl 
part, that they will not ftay for what they do not wtnt *till they can gee 
money to pay for it. - The necenTaries, nay, the comforts of life, are almod 
in every onc*s power to come by, either for love, or money. <And, Cod be 
thanked, the efFe£);'of chriftianity is not yet fo ceafed in this land, but that 
thejfMior and needy flill may find benefadors* But it is unreafonable defires, 
wiftes for what is unnecefTary, they want to be fine, they want to be idle, 
ali want to be gentlefolks, jnd to have what they neither really need, nor 
know how to make proper ufe of, Ijii ihort they want content, which is 
what they will never find by running into debt. People are fo perv^fe and 
/elf- willed, that there is no pleafmg them j they a£t as if they were re- 
folved to feek, what, they know, is impoflible to be found* Even at the 
playhoufe they are told, ' He is not poor who hath not much, but he that 
would have more; -want lies in wifhing; he lacks mofl, that longs moft ; 
none fo rich as he that doth not covet^ but contenvn.' This, I fay, they 
are told at the play, yet take ho mor^ notice of it, than if it were in one 
vf the fermons preached at church on Sundays. They know all this to be 
wife, tiue, and fit to be pra^ifed, and, therefore^ go and do the contrary. 
The young run wild anJ mad, in fyhc of the advice of the %vife and aged ; 
follow their own fluhbom, perverfe humours, that lead them, at iaft, to 
xnifery and ruin. Hence it is, th?t faith and truth are become fuch rare 
things, and that ten men may be found, that deferveto be hanged for one 
that ought to be truft^d. This brings to my mind a late occurrence t calling 
upoh an acquaintance, who^ was a carver of grave- fKines, he told me, h^ 
was cutting one for a late friend of mine, whofe anceftors lived in the 
neighbourhood of my favourite town of Saffron-Walden, in EfTex, and, as 
I knew him to be a very punctual, honeft man, I took up my pen and inkj^ 
•nd wrote the following lines : 

At the dread judgment day, tt will appear. 

No querpo hypocrite lies buried here : 

Kot one, whofe life was one continued plan. 

To prove himfelf an upright, honeft man. 
Apd which t meant to be placed upon the ftone, by way of epitaph, but 
was.jold, that room could notpoiTibly be fcund for it. The cutter begged 
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t9 kefp the lioet» and he may keep them long eaough, befofc he ha» % 
done to cut for another whom they will fit. Thttc epitaphs are now he- 
come (o common, and applied by illiterate carvers ib improperly, ts to be 
uken leis notice of than the fbtlomng one : 

Ur der this ftone poor Hmnphrey lies^ 

There^s nobody laughs, and nobody cries ; 

And .where he*6 gone, or how he, fares, 

There^s nobody knows, and nobody cares. 
The tich may have any thing in the world cut upon the ftones for money, 
wichout the ieaft regard to truth and common fenfe ^ and it is a kiiowa 
fa£>, that they a^ually rre. generally fo cut without regard to either. A9 
to' the poor, who will cut for them, except it be kv^ or tbere one, that 
has a Ton or daughter afterwards ffon\ indigence raifcd to tffllience, who 
have a mind to have one cur, to inform the world, that they once bad & 
father and mother, who were born, and died* Sometimes, though but very 
fetc<om, an infcriptioo, truly chara^eriftical of the decea^ perfon, is founds 
fuch was the following, upon an old maid, which I met with, in a country 
church-yard, many years ago: 

Let none defpife my fingle life, 
A maid*s oft happier than a wife ; 
And while (he fliuns the fnare$ of love. 
May turn her thoughts to things above. 
But, to return, a worthy, honeft man is above all praife^^ the a£liona of 
his life are his be^ encomium. He needs no other ; and the only paffable 
cxcufe for giving him anvj is only to make his virtues as more known, fo 
more imitable to others, and thereby promote the fpreading of bonefty in 
the wofid, which has need enough of it. There has been no good doings^ 
fays Hodge, fmce the pudding was put out of it*s place $ it ofed to be 
eaten firft, and it is now put off *till the laft ; it was the cuftom to get 
money iirft, to buy good chear, and then to eat, be thankful^ and work 
for more : but now the faihion is, to eat the meat firft, and forget to pay 
for it, *ttll reminded bv plaguey things, called bills,, and then to have not 
only the meat, but the bill to pay for : tradefmen cannot afford to truft for 
n* thing, you therefore muft pay for y< ur truit, as credit is a de r commo- 
dity, and they keep books to refrefh their memory, and to refocillate yours'} 
if bills will not do, they fend bumbailiffs, whicb are more chargable thaa 
bills, and far more rude and troublefome. Sometimes they charge you only 
ten per cent, for billing, but fifty per cent, is cheap for bumbailimng ; aa 
to your being willing to pay, jihat iS out of the queftion, they will oblige 
you to ic, whether you will or not $ and as to being able, the lefs able you 
are, the more you will be fore d to pay, and if they find you will ht 
ruined, the 1 is mercy will they ihew you, for none court the future 
cuOom of a ruined man. Where there arie hopes of future gain, t^ere is 
fome fear of lofs ; but none fear the bfa of a cuftomer that is not worth 
having. F. lives like a nobleman, faid M. whilft he ftopped his guti 
with dainties, kc^t him up all night, filled his boots with punch, and gav« 
him a goud large order for furniture in the morning. But when the time 
came to pay f.>r the furniture, B. had no money, it was all fpent in noting 
•14 drunkeniiffs, and M. could not trull, having loud calling creditors of 
own ; or^e could not pay, and the other could not truft. So B.*fi no> 
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bllttj was foon tt an en^, and M. was forced to fet the baili^s on him, to 
keep them from his own door.' Thfc is no nncommoa cafe j there are fti)]> 
though thefe be both dead gone, many B.i and M.s remaining, in finuUr 
circnmftaocei. If people will mind nothing but eating and drinking, and 
padding aboar, they Will make poM pitiful faces when pay-day comes, and 
they find themfelvet penny-lefs. Sir Pcntn-ious Muckworm will either 
have their eUates on mortgage, if any are left, or the goaler their carcafes. 
If you will not take care and tntnk in time, you will be made to feel when 
it is too Jate. Cold, poferty, and nakcdnefs, have often withered the hand 
tbdt kas been ufed to be filled with dainties. To have known good days, as 
h li called, is only a mifery when they are over. And over they foon will 
be to all that take no care to prolong them. Thefe fentences have much 
the air of proverbs s be that as it may, they 'are important truths, which 
the fool that defpifes, muft do it to his own ruin. Mind, theref ire, be- 
fore it is too late, for it will be in vain to attempt to take care afterwards. 
When, the day of affli^ion, poverty, weaknefs, and fickneis camet, no- 
thing 19 to be expefted but to go to the bourne from which no traveller 
returns. Thefe are fericus truths, which, whoever flights or negleAs, 
does it to his own certain jeopardy, and full often to his irretrievable 
mdoing.

Lies in a road, that's hard to hit. * ^ 
If a man however pays every one their due, and has fomethsng to fpare, 
lie cannot be far from this golden defideratum* For as to the opinion of the 
worid^ let a man do what is right and fit according to the beft of his 
knowledge arid ability ; that is enough : he ought to be the bcil judge in 
ills own afiairs* And it were folly in the extreme to attempt to pleafe 
every body. Which matter I have with my wonted fagacity, fome years 
iince, illuftrated by die ancient fable of the old man, his fon, and the ais. 
Let a man ihive to gain the approbation of his own confcience, for It is in 
kis own breaft that he muft feek for happineft : he has there a witnefs that 
cadnot he fubor ned, a true and faithful monitor, ever watchful to warn 
him of jfianger, aad to direct him into the paths of peaces without which 
bsppinefs is but a dream, the deluAon of children, and the paxadife of fools. 
Hirm watch, harm catch, fays the old adage. Intimating the danger of 
nurfing evi| dcfigns, which if they bretik out into aftion, raife a flame, 
whofe tottfe^uences frequently burn up the d^fignert Thefe ffloft therefore

her mind her own bufinefe, this indeed ihe does wthout bidding, for her 

bufincfs is to hinder every body elfe. Idlenffs, in man, is this firft ftep to 

the gallows ; and, in woman, it is the iirft ftep to the devil. Therelbre 

- mind your wheels, your needles, and your thimbles, Ladies, not becauie 

y >u wiint bread, but becaufe you wi& to be kept oirt of the hcttomlefs pit. 

Yet let not the matter b:: miftiken, by being idle is not altogether jpeant 

that people do nothing, for it is faid, that idle folks take the jmoil pains ■$" 

hut it means that they will .do what they ought not, and what they ase 

bound in duty to do, that they are refolved to leave undone : which is tnilf 

to be idle in the proper fenfe of the word. Tbefe are worfe than lazy drones, 

like poor old Naany, who lived in a pariih, that to employ the poor, fou' d 

them flax to fpin at the public expeoce.

Nanny u as offered 

the ufe of a cow, but was too lazy to milk her, nor could thealumnarion of 

her huflband laid on with a heavy hand cikmpel her to it, ihe w^s indded a 

drnne, and had the reward of one, a hungry belly* and iote bones : hut it is 

not fach as Nanny that I am here fpeakiog of,t She was quiet and iiaraieis, 

and an obje£^ cf pity, having a crofs and drunken hu^nd, thatdiAeuteaed 

and cow*d her.

And the fame may be fatd of 
thoie who are up betimes in the mcHrning on the a 8th of 06k>ber $ 
if they pore themfelves blind they will never be able to fee any 
fibiug I and as to the edipie^it does OiOt happen *tlU after fim«leL

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Om the Divisions and Seasons of the Yeak* 

The moft ancient and general divifion of the year is into two 
parts, Summer and IFinter, the former beginning at the vernal, 
and the latter at the autumnal'Equinox. But as the longeft and 
(horteft days divided eaoh cf thefe nearly into two equal parts, 
heiice arofc atiother divifion of the year into four Quarters ; tbe 
fird beginning when the Sun appeared to crofs the cquino6Vial line, 
or circle, from the fouth to the north, which this year happens 
on the twentieth day of March, at 17 minutes paft * in the after- 
noon ; and efiding on the iongeft day, when the Sun appeal^ to 
reach his molt .northern boundary, which this year happens on. 
the lift day of June, at 3 minutes paft noon*^ At this inftant^ 
tb€ next Quarter begins, and continues 'till the Sun appears to 
•rofs the equinoctial line from north to fouth ; which this year 
happens on the 23d day of September, at 4.9 minutes. paft '^^^ 
in the morping t when the next, or third Quarter begins, and 
continues 'till the Sun appears to have reached his moft fouthem 
boundary, which this year happens on the 21ft day of December, 
at 33 minutes paft 6 in the afternoon : when the laft Quarter 
begins, and continues till the following equinox. 

But it is here proper to be oblervcd and remembered, that thefe 
Quarters are called the. Spring, Summer, Autumn, and Winter 
ones refpedively, liecaufe each of them begins in thofe, or during 
thole ieafons of the year 5 and not, as is fometime^ miftakingiy 
fiTppofed, becaufe thoCe feafons begin with the Quarters : which 
ufeiul piece of knowledge, if you have now firft learned, miod^ 
and be thankful to Poor Robin for it. 

The precife inftant when each of thefe Four Seafons begin, not 
being, like the <iuarters, diftinOIy marked by the heavenly bodies, , 
Authors diftcr a!)out.it, T^e Spring begins according to the old 
table ot an anonymwis Authorj on the 6th day of February j' 
but according. to Ovid. Faftorum 2, t^o, not 'till the 9th; and . 
according to Fliny, on the ?th. The Summer Seafon they fuppofe 
to begin on or about the T3th of May, Ovid. Faft. 5, 601. but 
the other claflTical Authors, diffet* about it. The Autumn, or 
Harveft and Vintage Sealbji, as I obferved in my laft year's pro- 
found performance, began on the 6th day of Auguft, and laiied 
•till the 6th day of November, which was reckoned, theretore^ thfe 
beginning ofthe Winter Seafon. 

^ As to this uncertainty, and feeming irregularity of the conti- 
nuance of the Seafons, it is to be obferved, that we had our 
Kalendar from the ancient Romans, who, though they boarted " 
themii-lvvs mailers of the world, were far inferior to the eallerh 
n^^ion; in the kiiow ledge ofthe noble fcieuce of Aftronomy*

In rerpe6l to the nature of Gonnets, Sir 
tfaac Nnvtoti obferves (as well as others 
fince» that they mnfl be foiid bodies, like 
the planets ; for, if they were nothing but 
vapours, they mud be diilipated when th^y 
come near the Sian ; for the Comet in 
i68o» when it was in its perihelion, was 
lefs diftant from the Sun than one-fixth of 
the Sun's diameter ; confequentlythe heat 
of the Comet at that time was to the heat 
o( the fummer jSun as 280O0 to 1. But 
the heat of baling water is about three 
times greater than the heat which dry 
earth acquires from the iTummer San ; and 
the heat ot red hot iron about three or four 
times greater than the heat of boiiing 
water. . Therefore the heat of dry earth *t 
the Cornet^ when in its perihelion, was

aboat 20Q0 timps greater than red-hot 
iron. By'fuch heat, aU vapours would .b0 
j^Hmmediatdy diffipated. This heat of the 
*^ Comet moft be retained a very long time ; 
for a red-hot gtdbe of irpm of an inch 
^ diameter^ expoied to die open kit, fearce 
^ lofes all its heUt in an hour ; but a greater 
' globe would retain its heat longer, in pro- 
^ portion to its diameter, becauie.thc fur- 
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face* at which it grows odld, varies ih that 
proportion lefs than the qua^^y of hot 
matter. Therefore a globe of red-hot iron, 
as big ias our earth* would fcarcely cool in 
50000 years. The Comet in 1680 coming 
fo near to the Sim> mult have been con- 
fiderably retarded by* the Sun's ^iqo- 
fphere; and therefore, being nttra^ 
nearer at every revolution, it will at lajQ 
fall into the SuAji and be a freHi fapphr 0:

IN this Year there happens onI>' two Eclipfes, and they 
toth of the Sun, 

The firll of thefe Eclipfes happens on Sunday , the 5 th of 
May, at 14 minutes before our One o'clock in the morping; 
therefore muA in confequence be inviflble to us. This will be 
a Ytry great Eclipfe m the Great Pacific Ocean ; ibr in 
8 degrees of North Latitade, and 177 degrees 37 minutes of 
Eaft Longitude from London^ the Sun will be central and 
annular, precifely at noon day, when a beautiful and fplendid 
Ring of Light will appear all round the Moon's dark body. 
The Sun will be partially eclipfed (more or lefs) at the Sand- 
wiclj Iflarids, at the Society and Friendly Illands, the New 
Hebrides, New Caledonia, and it will be f^en as far as New 
Zealand, towards the Sputh Pole. It will be viiible in New 
Holland, New Guinea, the Ladrone Illands, and as far Norih 
from thence as the liland of Japan. ' 

The other Solar Eclipfe happens on Monday, the 28th day 
of OBobery at 36 minutes paft our 5 o'clock in the evenings 
invifible to us; for the ^S«« fets that day at London, at 54 
minutes pail 4 o'clock. This is alfo a very great Eclipfe; for 
it will be both central and total, at noon-day, in the Great 
pacific Oeean^ or Gre^t South Sea, near the weftern coafts of 
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Pen in South America, in 5 deforces 15 minatcs Soatii 
Latitude, 'ind near 83 degrees of Weft Loftgiuide from London, 
This E'lipfe will be vifible . partially, more or lefi; to 
the whole continent of South America; it will be feen at the 
in4i>d uf Jam iica, at the Ifland of Cuba, and all the reft of 
the Weft India Iflands; it will aifo be ieefi in Florida, 
Georgia, and Carolina, in the Southern parts of North 
America. It will alfo be feen to the weftward, as far aj 
Ptaheite^ one of the Society lilands, on the coaft of Africa. 



Other Ceieftial Appearances. 

Upon Wednefday, the 1 6th of January 9 there happens an 
Occulta tion cf the Planet Jupiter by the Moon, and viiible ia 
thefe parts, if the air prove favourable. Jupiter will be iccn 
to immerge behind the dark part of the Moony at 49 minutes 
paft I o'clock in the morning ; and will again be feen to 
jemerge from fcehind the bright part of the Moon, at 40 
minutes paft 2 o'clock, according to apparent time at Lonion, 
after beiwg hid 51 minutes. 1 his Occnltation of Jupiter hy 
the Moon m\\ appear very beautiful through a tele/cop;, 
ihould it be a fine plear morning. 

Upon Tuija^y^ the 7th of May^ there happens a notable 
Tranfit of the Planet R^ercf/ry over the Sun ; and it will be 
viiible, from the beginning to the end, to us and all Europe, 
apd that for the fpace of near 7 hours and a half. The Planet 
fiferc'ury, diycfted entirely of its radiancy, will be feen on the 
.jS««, in the farm of a round black fpot, and vifible, if the fkf 
^e clear at the time, to all plates of the earth wheie the Sum is 
|ip. Mercury will be feen on the Sun by fharp eyes, only de- 
fended by the interpoiition of a dark glafs, or a piece of clear 
l^indow glafs fmoked over the flame of a candle, but will ap- 
j)^ar much larger, and more to advantage, with the help of a 
^elefcope ; but the precaution cf interpofing a dark glafs 
^ei^een the eye and tHe telefcope will be neceffary, or other- 
^'jjfc the fight may be impaired, if no| acarly dcftroycdj but, 
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thus fhieldedy it wfll be peffeftly fecure from danger, or an) 
inconvenience. This tranfit will be vifible, from ihe Middl< 
to the End, to all North and South America, and the Well 
India Iflands ; the Beginning will be feen in Eaflern Tartaiy, 
China, the Philippine Iflands, the Iflands of Borneo, Sunda, 
and Java, and on the Weflern coaft o( New Holland y but the 
'$u/t will (et with them foon after. -

At London^ according to apparent time, the Ingrefs at Ij is 
May the jth, at i minute after 9 o'clock in the morning ; the 
Middle of the Tranlit will be at 43 minutes paft 12 at noon ;

Upon Saturday, the 24th of No'vemher, foon after the Mocn 
rifes that morning, flie will eclipfe the Morning Star, the 
beautiful Planet Venus, This fine Star will immerge behind 
the bright part of the Moon at 5 minutes paft 4 o'clock in the? 
morning ; and Venus will again be feen to emerge from behin4 
the dark part of the Moon, 4 minutes paft 5, apparent timCj^ 
after being hid 59 minutes..

^S to the deftinarion or purpofe of Comets^ whether thei 
were worlds formerly inhabited, and reduced to a chaos, o 
whether they are future worlds not yet reduced to a^habitabh 
ftate, or whether they are nvafles of combullible matter mad* 
to move periodically round the Sun\ for, the conveyance»of hea 
and light to remote and dark regions, and after a number o 
revolutions (approaching every revolution nearer and nearer 
as it is fiippofed fome of them do) they at lai): drop intc 
the Sufti to fupply his exhaufted fuel, and continual wade 
of his heat and light ; or whether they are defigned to im- 
pregnate the regions of the Planets with falutary particles, 
and make up the decay or wafle of thofe elementary principles 
or whether they are formed to bring about deluges or con- 
flagrations, or to put a period to, xr produce a change in othe 
worlds, is not eafy to determine. But the extreme viciHitiida 
the Comets* inhabitants undergo, of heat and cold, (and fuel 
thefe inhabitants may be adapted to endure) with the opp r 
tunity they have of feeing the works of creation in fuch va 
riety of views and appearances (in travelling from the farthef 
to the neareft part of their orbits in refpeft'of the «?««,) mull b 
as aftonilhing as unfpeakably magnificent ! Some Comets ^ an< 
Piifticularly that of i68o, are computed to proceed- in ihfei 

gieatei 
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Treated diftances from the Sun, no lefs than four times the 
iiftance of the Planet Saturn ; and Saturn h not lefs tHaa 
rjj millions of miles from the Sun: yet 'tis fouod that 
uomstSf at that amazing diltance, in the etherial fp^ace» are not 
iffeclcd by the attraftion of the fixed Stars; but, arriving at 
heir extremfe limits, to which their projeftile force will carry 
hem, they regularly return, by the force 6f the Sun's at- 
radlion; acquiring new projedbile force, by accelerating their 
velocities all the way back in their approach to the Sun, and 
hen retard their motion in their retreat every where from 
lim ; and fo on, periodically and perpetually — ^We may there- 
ore obferve, that there is a fp^ce of 6 6r 7 thoufan4 millions 
>f miles over, at leaft, (and who can tell how much more ?) 
therein the Planets and Comets revojve round thtSun^ as the 
lentre of that fpace, independent of the attraction of . the 
ixed Stars, reaching, in all probability, like oar Sun*s at- 
radHon, 3 or 4 thoafand millions of miles round each Star ; 
nd we may reafonably fuppofe, that there are infinite Syftems 
n the infinite Space, and a fixed Star placed in the midft of 
ach Syftem, as a Sun, to the refpedivc revolving Bodies j and 
11 thefe Syftems kept in fufpenfion, and at dae diftances from 
ach other, by certain properties. Hence we may fuppofe, 
hat no two fixed Stars are nearer to each orher than. 6 thou-

In the courfe of this year there v^Wl happen only two cclipfesj 
and thole both of the fun^ but neither of them viiible in thefe 
parts. 

'^, May 5, the Snn is ccHpfed, biit inTifible here. The cofl- 
jun^ion is at 45 J minutes before 1 in the morning, in longitude |s 
140 27', the moon's latitude being 7' fouth. The Sun will be cen- 
trally eclipfed on the meridian, at oh ^fm, in longitude 177* 37'^ 
eaft, and latitude S^ north. 

H. OSioher 2?, the Sun is eclipfed, but invifible here. The 
conjun^ion is at 5h 35|m afternoon, in longitude 7" 50 19!, the 
moon's' latitude being 7'J north.. The Sun will be centrally eclip- 
fecl on the meridian, at sh 31m, in longitude 81°^ weft, and latkud«

There will alfo happen this year, two remarkable occultations, 
or eclipfes, of Jupiter and Venus by the moon, and a tranfit or paf* 
r<ge of the planet Mercury over the face of the fun. The particulars 
of ail which are as follow : 

May 7, the planet Mercury will tranfit or pafs over the funV 
d:ik. The tranfit begins about half paft 8 in the morning, and 
ends about 3 quarters paft 3 afternoon 5 the planet paffing over the 
lowtT part of the fun, ending at the very lowed point of the fun's 
difk, and beginning about 60^ above the feme on the left hand fidp, 
when looked at dire^^Iy with the naked eye j but will appear to begin 
on the contrary fide when looked at through a telelcdpe which re- 
verfes.
